Congressmen Boost 
Spending Allowance 


House Bill Adds $3,500 
For Expense Money 


Washington, May 12 (TP)—House 
members stand a good chance of 
getting more money to foot their 
bills and to spread around among 
their employes. 
Only nominal — if any—opposi­ 
tion was expected for a measure 
approved unanimously yesterday 
by the House administration com­ 
mittee. It would give each House 
member an 
additional 
$3,000 a 
year for clerk hire and up to $500 
1 for official telephone 
and 
tele­ 
graph bills. 
Approval by the Senate is con­ 
sidered certain in 
view 
of the 
traditional 
agreement 
between 
the two branches not to question 
each other’s “housekeeping” 
a r­ 
rangements. 
House members no^v get around 
$12,000 a year for clerical help. 
While they get 
no fixed 
annual 
allowance for communications ex ­ 
penses, their telegraph charges, if 
incurred on strictly official busi­ 
ness, are paid out of the conting­ 
ent fund for miscellaneous House 
expenses. 
Telephone 
charges, 
however, are paid out of pocket. 
The 
stationery, 
postage 
and 
normal pay and 
expense 
allot­ 
ments of House members are not 
affected by the pending bill. The 
present salary of a House member 
is $12,590 a year, plus a tax-free 
$2,500 in expense money 
which 
members don’t have 
to 
account 
for.

in cases of total disability, at less th an 65 
It is not a pension grab, such as th e first 
Rankin plan was. 
The n ew bill actually does not m a teria l­ 
ly change existing conditions. T h e veterans 
adm inistration already possesses 
discre­ 
tionary pow er to approv e pensions for v e t­ 
erans on the basis of disability 
or 
need. 
The 
proposal 
now submitted liberalizes 
these benefits b y establishing the rights of 
veterans to pensions in such cases, re m o v ­ 
ing the discretionary authority of the v e t­ 
erans adm inistration. 
The bill further limits such pensions to 
v eterans earning $1,200 per y e a r if u n m a r ­ 
ried or less than $2,500 if marrie d. 
This proposal is estimated to cost about 
15 billion dollars over a period of 50 years. 
The first Rankin plan would h a v e paid $90 
a month to all veterans, regardless of need, 
an d would h ave cost an estimated 125 bil­ 
lion dollars.

The Senate took off the table 
and passed a House-approved bill 
perm itting parochial and private 
school pupils to obtain transporta­ 
tion in public school busses along 
the busses’ normal routes.

T raverse C ity) said the practice 
was going on an yw ay and might 
as w ell be legalized.

The law now requires appoint­ 
ment by the commission and gov­ 
ernor of a man who is a physician 
with IO years of psychiatric ex­ 
perience.

by another acute outbreak of the 
internal struggle between 
Inter- ! 
national President Walter Rout her 
and some of the old leader, hip he j 
has twice beaten, including Vice- ! 
President Richard T. Leonard who 
is in charge of the Ford division 
of the union. 
If that is the case, 
the 
UAW’ 
may find itself tlivided when it 
sits 
down 
with 
Vice-President 
John S. Burgas and his Ford a - 
sociates to decide two $64 que - 
lions for which all industry and 
all labor are waiting the answer-: 
First-—will unions 
permit 
the 
falling cost of living 
to 
change 
the postwar habit of annual pay 
boosts? If not, what effect will 
pay raises at this stage have on 
consumer prices? 
Second- how deeply sincere is 
tho UAW in ifs demand for “so­ 
cial security’’—for pension, disa­ 
bility, insurance, medical provi­ 
sions? Does it place them ahead of 
dollars in the weekly pay check0 
W’ill it fight and strike for them? 
Bugas, former G-man who has 
made a name for himself a Ford’s 
labor relations expert, has called 
Reuther’s attention to the drop in 
consumer prices which makes the 
wage dollar go further and also 
makes it harder for Ford to raise 
prices to cover the costs of any 
fourth-round boost. 
But Reuther has cited the con­ 
cession of Henry Ford 
II, 
last 
spring, that a fourth round prob­ 
ably is inevitable. He 
has 
an­ 
nounced that the UAW will de­ 
mand whatever raise is necessary 


to bring members’ buying power 
hack to the level of June 
1946, 
when the OPA was ended. 
On top of that, Ford and the 
industry generally have been no- 
tilied, the* union will demand a 
pension and retirement 
program 
to give each man, at age 
60, 
a 
minimum of $100 a month, aside 
from his social security benefits, 
plus a health, hospital, medical, 
surgical, disability and life insur­ 
ance program. 
If is estimated that the full de­ 
mand would cost Ford 41 cents an 
hour tor every employe. To bring

up 
to date for benefit of old timers 
in company employ, it is reported,
